-vThe meeting in . question is said to have 
Keen " gotten up by the Canipo-Amerioan 
iHiingue," and Amelrican, citizens " are 
affirmed to hsTe been Chairman and Secre- 
tary." The latter part of this statement is, to 
our certain knowledge, a misrepresentation, 
the Chairnian being a Canadian. But there 
is an evident design to produce the impres- 
sion that American malcontents are the 
originators of opposition to the " mule-tax," 
■while British subjects are quite contented 
■with it. Nothing can be further from the 
truth than this. All the British subjects in 
the colony, who are not government depen- 
dents and toadies, join with one voice to 
condemn this unrighteonii-^and disgraceful 
impost, 1' Bat th'iS'is 'only one of many in- 
itances in which the attempt is made to Ian 
the smouldering fires of international jeal- 
onsyjl and make Ame|icans feel that their 
absenpe is more desired than their company. 
From the day that Gov. Douglas made the 
infamous suggestion to the Home Govern- 
ment, that foreigners should be compelled 
either to give bonds for their good behavior, 
or take the oath of allegiance, down to the 
last issue of the wretched rag that vaunts 
the stolen name " Victoria Gazette," there 
has been on the part of the administration 
and its supporters, a continual effort to bring 
Americans and their institutions into con- 
tempt, — to make them feel uncomfortable 
in the country, and, if possible, drive them 
out of it. 

What can we hope to gain by such a 
course as this ? We are close to American 
territory, and is this the way to secure de- 
sirable neighbors ? There is of necessity a 
mutual dependence, why mu.'«t the inter- 
course, which is thus unavoidable, be con- 
verted into incessant fristion 1 Most of the 
nationalities of the world are repreBcnted in 
the emigration that is attracted to our shores, 
— why are Americans to be singled out as 
special objects of dislike, and targets of at- 
tack 1 

A wise policy would encourage emigra- 
tion hither from the United States, welcome 
it as it arrives, and try so to order things that 
it shall have no temptation to go baok. We 
lack population, and should do alt in our 
power to attract it. Our American' cousins 
have many qualities most desirable in set- 
tlers la a new country. They have national 
infirmitiesi which we have no.desireito see 
imported or reproduced here; " But their 
energy, versatility, aptitude in the arts of 
colonization, practical common sense, and 
capital, will b^nofit An.) -we shall hurt no 
one so severely as ourselves, if we fail to 
appreciate them. Their presence is at leait 
fli valuable, and as much to bo desired, as 
that of the pauper emigration, which many 
are so anxious to see encouraged, even by 
imperial subsidy, or colonial loan. It is no- 
torious, that the poorer classes whoemigrate 
from Great Britain to the colonies, are held 
totheir national domain by a very slender tie. 
A higher rate of wages, or a cheaper price 
for land, very readily tempts them to cross 
the boundaryyline. .j',Yet we are, palled on 
to go.-begging, or into debt, to obtain this 
elass^'f'emigrants, and are expected to de- 
monstrate our loyalty by turning up our 
noses, and shouting" jackasses " derisively, 
at another class who come with brains in 
their heads, energy in their souls and money 
in their pockets, to help us develope a young 
and promising country ! Out upon such a 
narrow, short-sighted policy ! 

A young colony, instead of slavishly copy- 
ing everything English, and stupidly decry- 
ing everything " American, French or Rus- 
sian," after the manner of the '' liigh-toned " 
and its able (?) corps of contributors, should 
lay the excellencies of all nations under 
tribute, and try to profit by them all. The 
existence of a custom or institution in Eng- 
land, does not prove its adaptation here. 
Nor is a really good thing to be hooted 
" down, because ilis'to ba found in the United 
States, or was originated thets. The £Iec* 



tr^o Telegraph, Colt's pistol, &c. &o., are no 
worse for being American. 

If these colonies are erer to to be truly great, 
they must cultivate a nationality of their 
own. And the sooner this is done the bet- 
ter. The first step in this direction is to let 
alone ill-names and mean epithets. Our jo- 
temporary ought to have postponed its im- 
pressive lectures on taste and refinement, — 
on that "hideous monster party-spirit," and 
withheld its promise to cater affectionately 
for its American re-iders, until al'ter the im- 
position of the "mule tax." It is not the 
least of the deplorable results of this insane 
piece of legislation, that has electrified the 
''high-tonedH organ of a "liigh-toned" gov- 
ernment out of all its proprieties, and meta- 
morphosed it into the persecutor; of, tbctse,] to 
whom it kindly engaged to act the part of 
foster-mother.

Trial of JortN Butts. — The trial of this 
young man charged with the commission 
of one of the most abominable crimes iu the 
calendar, was commenced and terminated 

on Thursday in the Court of General Jail De- 
livery before his honor .luilgo Cameron. The 
Attorney (Jeiieral appeared for the prosecu- 
tion and Butts conducted his own defence. 
The complainant, William Williams, a 
rather good looking youth of about sixteen 
years of age, gave his evidence in a straight 
forward unliL'sitating manner; but was con- 
tradioted in several important points by two 
other witnesses named Andrew Coyle and 
Robt. Cooper. 

Attthe conclusion 'of the : evidence, Butts 
said he had no witnesses to call, and ad- 
dressed the jury as follow.s : 

This is a case, gentlemen, the disgusting 
nature of which requires a great deal of 
brass to handit; ; bnt I hope you will sift the 
mailer lhorout,'hly, and if I am declared 
guilty I am willing to sulfur tlie severest 
penalty the law can inliict. 1 wuiit you to 
examine the evidence produced and do me 
justice, and I hope you will bring in ii ver- 
dict which you will not be ashamed of your- 
fielvos, which I will not bo ashamed ol,aiul 
the Juelne will not bo ashamed of. The 
whole charge is ii conspiracy to gel my 
house and lot from mo: the rniMi I exjiecled 
as witnesses have [lanc. up the river anil 1 
am loft willioiit any. GL'ntlemen, 1 leave 
the case in your char^'e. 

At the conclusion of Bulls' remarks the 
jtir^,relirjKi, iind, at 20,.inin^i^\es |o 9^ o'clock 
P.M. came into Ooiirt and declared they 
could not agree. They wera'orclered' to be; 
locked up until yesterday- morning, .when 
they came into court and asked for instruc- 
tions. At 3 o'clock P.^'M"., the 'jury "having 
stated that it -was impossible for them to 
agree, they were discharged, and a new 
jury ordered to be empannelled to try the 
case. The last vote in the jiiry-roora stood 
7 for conviction and 5 for acquittal. 

The trial of John Butts, on the second 
count of the indiotmeijt— atj attempt to com- 
mit the atrocious offence with which he was 

charged — was commenced and concluded 
yesterday afternoon ; the jury, at'ter an ab- 
senci; of five minutes, returning with a ver- 
dict of " not guilty."

W. H, Gray, Olirer Hare and W. H. Wood- 
cook, who presented the following resolu- 
tions, which were unanimously adopted : 

1. Resolved — That the mining interests 
of this colony are the basis and only source 
of its prosperity and future advancement, 
and should be carefully fostered by the 
Goyernment ; and as the return to the miner 
for his labor, risks of life and loss of life's 
comforts, is not large, and is heavily taxed 
to pay the necessary cost of long. tran8[>orta- 
tion, no unreasonable tax should' be laid on 
him by the Government. 
; 2. Resolved— That in the opinion of this 
meeting, the taxes in this colony are already 
unreasonably hij^h, to wii : 10 percent, du- 
ties on supposed market value, and S3 per 
ton tonnage dues, and the proposed addi- 
tional tax of So per mule-load, equal to S40 
pet ton, is a most unjust and arbitrary impo- 
sition, directly calculated to injure the best 
interests of the floblbriyi and to drive settlers 
to more favored localities. 

3. Resolved— That the taxes on the min- 
ing interests of the colony shuuld be les- 
sened in every way, so as to encourage 
immigration to the colony, and not increased 
to discourage it. 

4. Resolved— That we do hereby request 
the Government to resqind.lheJawiinposiMg 
this onerous, unequal a'nd uiijust tak of So 
per mule-load.
